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Police urge caution following break-ins

AGAWAM — Residents were 
told to be on alert last week after 
a rash of break-ins were reported 
throughout town. 

According to Detective Lt. Rich- 
ard Light, several residents “from 
Feeding Hills to River Road” have 


reported housebreaks in the last 
month or so. 

“All entries into these homes have 
been through rear doors or windows, 
whether locked or unlocked,” Light 
said. In some cases, the homes were 
entered through doors while in other 
cases, bulkheads were left unlocked 
or windows were left open. But ev- 
ery entry has been through a back-

yard, usually between 8 a.m. and 4 
p.m., Light said. 

He said items taken from the 
homes include jewelry, cash/change, 
and electronic items such as iPads 
which are easy to carry.

“There was actually a lull, but it’s 
picked up again,” he said. 

An automated phone message 
was sent to Agawam residents 
last week urging them to report 
any suspicious cars, people, or 
activity to the police department.

SUMMERFEST FUN

AGAWAM — One local official hopes that revisions to 
the Community Preservation Act (CPA) recently passed by 
state legislators, will allow the town to fix the track at Aga- 
wam High School, which has been in a state of disrepair for 
a number of years. 

Last month, Gov. Deval Patrick approved the revisions to 
the act, which would provide for an additional $25 million in 
statewide matching funding and allow for CPA monies to be 
used for repairs of recreational facilities and parks not built 
with CPA funds. 

CPA is a 1 percent property tax surcharge that is used — 
along with matching funds from the state — to fund projects 
involving open space, historic preservation, affordable hous- 
ing and recreation within the town. Agawam adopted CPA 
in 2001. 

But while Agawam City Councilor George Bitzas believes 
now is the time to tackle the school track as a CPA project, 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen said it likely won’t happen any 
time soon. 

“It’s the perfect time to do it,” Bitzas said earlier this week. 
“Its a shame to have to have our kids go to different schools 
to practice to compete.” 

According to Bitzas, the students are bused to nearby Suf- 
field, Conn., in lieu of utilizing the gravel track at the high 
school. A number of concerned parents have complained 
about the track in recent months, he said, adding he believes 
town officials need to make the track a priority. 

“Many people have called to offer support,’ Bitzas said. 
“It is something that must be done and I’m very happy that 
the law changed and we can use this CPA money for many

AGAWAM — Construction has 
begun on Shoemaker Lane for the 
first of two solar farms in town, 
said Agawam Energy Commission 
member Joel Cummings. A sec- 
ond solar farm on Main Street is 
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expected to be under construction 
starting this month. 

The site — located at 912 Shoe- 
maker Lane — will consist of solar 
voltaic panels on 13 acres of land 
and will provide approximately 
1.7 megawatts of clean electricity 
to the grid in Western Mass. It will 
save the town of Agawam roughly 
$1 million in energy costs over the 
next 25 years, said Cummings. 

The energy cost projection is 
based on a study of how much 
sunlight hits the area and the size 


of the farm, said Cummings, who 
estimated that the Shoemaker 
Lane site would generate between 
$30,000 and $50,000 per year in 
energy credits. 

“Its clean energy and we have 
plenty of open land that’s not being 
used,’ Cummings said. 

Energy commission member Jill 
Messick — a former city councilor 
and current member of the con- 
servation commission — said the 
Shoemaker Lane site is part of in- 
dustrial park property that was cut 


off from the park by Route 57. In 
addition, the site had wetland is- 
sues that made it difficult to build 
upon. 

“With the solar panels, the wet- 
lands issues still existed but the 
way they’re constructed, it’s not as 
much of an issue as if you had tried 
to put a building on the site,” she 
said, adding a solar farm is a “low 
impact way to develop a piece of 
land. 

“From a land-use perspective, 
solar farms are not as damaging to 


habitat/wetland areas,” she said. 

The second site, located at 369 
Main St., the former Mushie’s 
Driving Range, will be a 1.5 to 2 
megawatt facility that will be used 
primarily by HP Hood LLC to re- 
duce its energy costs by up to 30 
percent, said Cummings. 

“We want to keep Hood in 
town and if we can help re- 
duce their energy costs, we 
can do that,’ he explained.

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Councilors raise concerns about sewer project costs

AGAWAM - There are a number of ques- 
tions that need to be answered before the 
town can move forward with Phase II of the 
Southwest Sewer Project. 

A recent joint meeting and workshop of 
the city council’s administrative and legisla- 
tive subcommittees brought to light several 
issues, including Councilor Robert Rossi’s 
displeasure over the increase in the cost of 
Phase II and Councilor James Cichetti’s 
concern over mandatory hookups. Rossi and 
Cichetti are chairmen of the administrative 
and legislative subcommittees, respectively. 

Cichetti said the legislative subcommittee 
will be dedicating some of its time to clear- 
ing up confusion in local ordinances con- 
cerning the sewer hookups. He said the laws 
regarding sewers are outdated, which led to 
residents involved with Phase I of the South- 
west project to request abatements. 

Several of the abatements were tabled 
for months while city councilors debated 
whether or not they had merit. In the end,

some abatements were granted while others 
were not. Cichetti said he hopes the coun- 
cil can look further into the ordinances and 
clear up other potential future issues. 

“We do not want to run into more situa- 
tions where we have to 
table these decisions for 
two or three months,’ 
said Cichettt.

Rossi went on the record saying he was 
not in favor of any ordinance that makes it 
mandatory for a resident to hook up to the 
sewer system, but said he strongly recom- 
mends that residents 
buy into the system.

mandatory,” said Cichetti. “At some point, 
the ordinance was dropped. We are still try- 
ing to determine how, when, and why that

up. The more that hook 
up, the lower the sewer 
rates, the better proper- 
ty values, and the more 
rural development that 
adds to our tax base.” 
But Rossi will be 
asking questions at the 
next administrative subcommittee meeting, 
which was scheduled for Tuesday, July 31. 
He planned to question why an approxi- 
mately $7 million price tag has been raised 
to about $11 million by engineers from 


Tighe & Bond. 

“From my understanding, there have been 
some capital items that have been added in 
to Phase II of the project,” said Rossi. “Some 
of them include road work and other capi- 
tal improvements. They may need to be cut 
because people cannot afford them with a 
sewer rate increase.” 

Two pumping stations that move sewage 
uphill are required to be installed during 
Phase II. Those stations will help guide sew- 
age from pipeline included in future phases 
of the project, Rossi said. 

He plans to watch the project very closely 
to make sure it is being done in the best in- 
terest of the community. 

“I am a watch dog,” said Rossi. “I am go- 
ing to make sure that every dime that is spent 
is being done and it is fair for everyone in the 
community.” 

Residents who have a sewer line going 
along their property will pay a betterment 
fee for having sewer system access. Paying 
debt service for items such as the pumping 
stations could come from a sewer rate in- 
crease paid by the entire community. 


legislation for Barnes 


BOSTON -— State Sen. Michael 
R. Knapik, R- Westfield, announced 
last week that the Massachusetts 
State Senate has unanimously 
passed a $1.4 billion Transporta- 
tion Bond Bill that will, in part, 
appropriate funding for road and 
bridge projects in Agawam and 
Westfield and a rail project in 
Holyoke. The proposal hit the Sen- 
ate floor a month after the House 
passed a similar $1.56 billion ver- 
sion of the bill. 

The proposal allocates $2.7 mil- 
lion for the reconstruction of the 
Route 147 bridge over the West- 
field River between the cities of 
Agawam and West Springfield. 
This project would include bridge 
widening, intersection realign- 
ment, and traffic signalization. The 
$2.7 million represents the Com- 


monwealth’s 20 percent match of 
the projects $13.5 million total. 

The bill also includes $2 million 
in assistance for the Holyoke Pas- 
senger Rail Platform. This project 
is part of the Connecticut-Massa- 
chusetts partnership with the feder- 
al government to enhance passen- 
ger rail service on the north-south 
“knowledge corridor” that extends 
from New Haven to Vermont. 

Additionally, Westfield would 
receive $3 million under this pro- 
posal to assist in the construction 
of a 500-space parking deck in the 
city’s downtown core, known as 
the Gaslight District. 

The bill also: 

* appropriates $225 million for 
projects on the interstate federal 
aid highway system, 

* $525 million for projects on 


the non-interstate federal highway 
system, 

* $325 million for non-federally 
aided roadway and bridge projects, 
much of which was earmarked 
for various projects throughout 
the Commonwealth, including the 
funding for projects in Agawam 
and Westfield, 

* $300 million for rail improve- 
ments, which includes the appro- 
priation for the Holyoke passenger 
rail platform. 

* $11 million for regional transit 
authority operations and passenger 
facilities, 

The House and Senate will like- 
ly appoint a conference committee 
in the coming days to reconcile 
the differences between the two 
bills. Last month, the legislature 
released a portion of the Transpor- 


tation Bond Bill, which was ap- 
proved by the Governor, allocating 
the much-needed Chapter 90 funds 
for the Commonwealth’s cities and 
towns. 

In other session news, the Sen- 
ate engrossed legislation establish- 
ing the 104th Fighter Wing Fire 
Department, located at Barnes Air 
National Guard Base in Westfield. 
The department is home to more 
than 60 firefighters who serve not 
only the base but the surrounding 
area, through mutual aid agree- 
ments with five communities. 

In October 2010, the Common- 
wealth agreed to convert the fed- 
eral employees to state employees 
and they were subsequently put on 
the state payroll. However, no leg- 
islation was filed; therefore, they 
still do not enjoy the full benefits 


as other professional firefighters. 
This legislation was filed to ensure 
these firefighters, who converted 
from federal employees to state 
employees during a reorganiza- 
tion of federal resources and base 
closings, are provided the same 
employment, retirement, collec- 
tive bargaining, and health ben- 
efits under the law as professional 
firefighters across the Common- 
wealth. 

Similar legislation was filed, and 
ultimately signed by the Governor, 
for the Massachusetts Military 
Reservation Fire Department at 
Otis Air Force Base in 2008. 

Barnes is home to the F-15 fight-

Vaccinations aren’t 
just for kids 


ews reports are calling a recent outbreak of 
N riven cough the worst in the United States 

in half a century. According to the U.S. Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC), the 
states of Washington and Wisconsin have declared 
an epidemic of whooping cough, with each reporting 
more than 3,000 cases. Since July 20, nine people have 
died from the disease, also known as “pertussis,” and 
the number of cases is already more than double than 
at the same time last year. 

While most children receive a standard immuni- 
zation beginning at two months old, waning vaccine 
protection in adults put the public at risk, particularly 
children under a year old, who have not completed the 
cycle of vaccinations. All adults, including pregnant 
women, should get a whooping cough booster. This 
alone could curb the epidemic. 

But too few adults know that vaccine boosters are 
needed. A survey by the National Foundation for In- 
fectious Diseases revealed that, with the exception of 
the flu vaccine, “Most adults have trouble even naming 
diseases that they could prevent with a simple inocula- 
tion.” 

A booster may be required to maintain protection 
against not only the flu, but tetanus, diphtheria, per- — 
tussis, shingles, pneumococcal, human papilloma virus = pee 
(HPV), and more. 

While it’s true that the use of vaccines has brought 
vaccine-preventable diseases to very low levels in the 
United States, the increase in whooping cough cases 
shows that we can’t let down our guard. Without pro- 
tection, disease can and will spread very rapidly. In 
2005 and 2006, an outbreak of measles and mumps 
occurred in several U.S. states after a group of U.S. 
travelers returned to the states from a trip to Romania, 
where they had been exposed. 

“A successful vaccination program, like a successful 
society, depends on the cooperation of every individual 
to ensure the good for all,” says the CDC. “We must all 
do what we can.” 

The CDC has a great interactive tool to guide you 
through the maze of adult vaccine boosters that you 
may need according to your age, lifestyle, high-risk 
conditions, type and locations of travel, and previous 
immunizations. Check it out at http://www.cdc.gov/ 
vaccines/schedules/Schedulers/adult-scheduler.html 
and then consult your physician.

bout nine years ago, I was carted out of work on a 
A siete in an ambulance. Having that experience 

is an odd mixture of fear and embarrassment, and 
it does provide clarity, but I don’t necessarily recommend it 
for everyone. 

Pd been in management for nearly 15 years, and al- 
ways wrestled with being a manager versus an individual 
contributor.

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Senate passes volleyball bill 


BOSTON -— State Sen. Michael R. 
Knapik, R-Westfield, announced re- 
cently that legislation designating vol- 
leyball as the official recreational and 
team sport of the Commonwealth is 
one step closer to passage, as it was 
approved by the Senate in a full for- 
mal session. 

The bill was originally filed dur- 
ing the 2007-2008 legislative session 
in collaboration with teacher Ann 
Marie Shields and her students from 
the Maurice A. Donahue School in 
Holyoke. In 2007, the students visited 
the State House and presented legisla- 
tors with their own essays in support 


of giving volleyball this official title; 
however, the bill did not pass the Leg- 
islature during that session and was 
re-filed in January 2009 and again in 
January 2011. Last legislative session, 
the bill was given a favorable report 
by the committee but no additional ac- 
tion was taken by the Legislature. 

“In 2006, basketball was given the 
designation as the official sport of the 
Commonwealth,’ Knapik said. “It is 
time that we recognize the histori- 
cal significance volleyball has in our 
state, and in particular, Western Mas- 
sachusetts,’” Knapik continued. 

Volleyball was invented in Holyoke 


Feb. 9, 1895 by William G. Morgan. 
The sport’s Olympic history dates 
back to the 1924 games in Paris where 
volleyball was played as part of an 
American sports demonstration event. 
If passed, volleyball would join many 
other worthy state symbols that rep- 
resent Massachusetts’ rich history. 
Holyoke is home to the Volleyball 
Hall of Fame, which will hold its 27th 
enshrinement ceremonies in October. 

Senate bill 1709 will be sent to the 
House of Representatives before mov- 
ing to Gov. Deval Patrick’s desk for 
his approbation.

things in town. The more we wait, the 
more money it will cost.” 

Cohen said that while the track has been 
included as a capital improvement item in 
the town’s budget, the passage of the CPA 
legislation won’t likely affect the state of 
the track in the short term. 

“There is a desperate need for a new 
track, but there are a lot of contingencies 
that fall on that,’ Cohen said. 

According to Cohen, before the new 
legislation was approved, the town could 
only use CPA money to build recreational 
facilities, not rehabilitate an existing one. 
With the passage of the CPA revision, the 
town now has the option to fix what it has. 
However, before a CPA application can be 
submitted, the town would need a concept 
plan and at least three quotes of expenses 
for the project. 

“The first thing we need to do is put 
an exploratory committee together to re- 
search it and come up with a plan and a 
cost analysis,’ Cohen said. “Then we’d 
have to submit the application to the 
Community Preservation Committee to 
eventually go to the city council for allo- 
cation and approval.” 

Cohen said he would like to see the ex-

ploratory committee made up of a school 
committee member, city councilor, the 
school’s track coach and athletic director, 
possibly a member of the track team, an 
interested parent and a representative of 
the administration from the school depart- 
ment. 

“Now that we know we can do it [spend 
CPA funds to rehabilitate existing parks], 
we need to put together the committee and 
come up with a plan,’ Cohen said. “I’m in 
favor of it, but everything has to be done 
in accordance with Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Laws." 

He did admit that redoing the track is 
something that would benefit the commu- 
nity at large, not just the high school. 

“Citizens could use it for recreation 
too,” he said. “It is important; no doubt.” 

In looking at the potential track project, 
Cohen said the bleachers will need to be 
addressed as well. 

“Instead of rushing it, now that we 
know the CPA laws will allow us to do 
rehabilitation, I think now is the time to 
begin the process. And that’s what we’re 
doing,” he said. “I look forward to the day 
that we unveil the new track.”

“They’re a big employer in this town,” said 
energy commission member Jay Berger. “A 
30 percent reduction in their usage is a pretty 
big number. This is a great opportunity for 
them to reduce costs and stay competitive.” 

Messick agreed. “It’s great for them to 
be able to do business at less of a cost,” she 
said. 

According to Berger, with both sites in 
operation, “There will be a lot of tax cred- 
its between the federal government and the 
state.” 

With power generated and sold to the grid, 
the net benefit to the town would equal en- 
ergy credits, which equals a reduction in en- 
ergy dollars, said Cummings. 

“It’s an accounting mechanism,” ex- 
plained Messick. “It’s not actual electricity 
that we’re getting.” 

In addition to the energy credits that the

town will receive, it will also be collecting 
taxes on the site, she said. 

Construction on Shoemaker Lane, which 
is being managed by the Toshiba Corpora- 
tion, is scheduled to be completed in about 
six months, according to Sam McClendon, 
project manager of Toshiba Corp. 

A number of residents have raised objec- 
tions to the land clearing currently taking 
place on Shoemaker Lane because a buffer 
zone is required, but Messick said the con- 
struction company is working according to 
the plan approved by the conservation com- 
mission. 

“They actually have left some trees and 
they’Il be planting more once construction is 
complete,” she said. “The conservation com- 
mission has met with the company... and the 
plans are being followed. It’s a temporary 
condition.” 

Construction on the second site has not 
yet begun.

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Author tackles eating disorders in new book 


Offers young women 
hope, help

CHICOPEE — Annette Aber- 
dale-Kendra says young women 
with eating disorders have low 
self-esteem and often feel separate 
from the world around them. Many 
have had a traumatic experience 
and lack coping skills to handle 
their feelings. 

“So, they find a way to feel com- 
fortable,’ said the author of the 
newly published book, “Group: 
Voices Within the Journey of Eat- 
ing Disorder Recovery,’ who says 
focusing on eating — or the lack 
of it — allows them to avoid sup- 
pressed emotions or feelings that 
seem too overwhelming to deal 
with. “When people with these 
disorders are eating or bingeing, 
they are calming their feelings and 
getting them under control. But it’s 
a very destructive cycle,’ said the 
registered nurse. 

Her book chronicles how eating 
disorders develop and how individ- 
ual characteristics and life circum- 
stances impact behavior. 

“I wrote this because I wanted to 
offer a source of support for young 
women in recovery as well as for 
their families and clinicians,’ Ab- 
erdale-Kendra said, adding she also 
wanted to show how participation 
in a psycho-educational group can 
help increase self-understanding 
and aid in overcoming unhealthy 
food addictions. 

The author was instrumental 
in developing a recovery group 
in Northampton about 13 years 
ago, which she co-facilitated with

a social worker and also helped 
develop a mentoring program for 
girls struggling to overcome eating 
disorders. Her book is based on 
this work and although the charac- 
ters are fictional, their profiles and 
statements are a testimonial to past 
participants and are based on real 
life experiences. 

Each chapter represents a topic 
addressed in the group. They in- 
clude: Feelings, the Voice of the 
Eating Disorder, Perfectionism, 
Fear, Control, One Woman’s Re- 
covery, Hungers, Culture and Val- 
ues, Moving Forward, Coming 
Back Together and a final Reflec- 
tion. “I was very careful to avoid 
any graphic discussion about (eat- 
ing disorder) behaviors and discus- 
sion about weight and size,’ she 
said, explaining that reading about 
unhealthy behaviors can actually 
reinforce the problem. 

In the first chapter on feelings, 
Aberdale-Kendra helps readers 
understand that focusing on body 
image and food is a coping mecha- 
nism. “Many girls expressed to me 
that when they feel sadness, joy or 
anger they are so overcome by the 
magnitude of their emotions that 
they become completely engulfed 
and swept away,’ she wrote. “It 
is as if they are drowning in a sea 
of emotion. They cannot identify 
their feelings and only know they 
must do something to help them- 
selves feel better. So they focus on 
food and weight to escape the parts 
of their life that are causing them 
despair.” 

She added that some young 
women have become so detached 
from their feelings and only feel 
emotion as it relates to their size 
and weight. “It’s safer to look at 
their body than to try to handle their 
feelings, because they lack the cop- 


ing skills to do so. They experience 
body hatred and blame themselves 
for the all of the wrongs in their 
world,’ Aberdale-Kendra said. 

The Chicopee mother has al- 
ways been interested in women’s 
issues. “Women are under constant 
pressure and stretch themselves 
very thin,’ she said. That pressure 
can lead to unhealthy behaviors, 
and since women are socialized to 
pay a great deal of attention to how 
they look, many come to believe 
the size of their body and what 
they eat has a direct correlation to 
their life circumstances. 

“There is a cultural standard of 
perfectionism and flawlessness re- 
lated to external appearance that 
impacts many young women’s in- 
ner lives,’ Aberdale-Kendra said. 
“Young women who struggle 
with anorexia, bulimia or binge- 
eating disorder are often driven 
by external pressures, which can 
include acting a certain way and 
chasing after insurmountable stan- 
dards. As a result, they never feel 
they are good enough or attractive 
enough.” 

People with eating disorders 
also have a negative inner voice 
which discounts their accomplish- 
ments. “The disorder is actually a 
symptom of pain,” Aberdale-Ken- 
drdra said. 

The book explains that people 
with eating disorders actually 
hunger for connection. They need 
to get to know themselves on a 
deeper level and believe they are 
worthy of what they desire. 

The book shows how group 
participants reinforce each other’s 
self-esteem during sessions and 
validate the difficulty of events 
that occur in their lives. This helps 
them understand that acknowledg- 
ing and dealing with these issues

and having faith in themselves is 
ultimately the answer. 

Strategies and coping skills 
outlined in the book include jour- 
naling about feelings, meditation, 
visualization, deep breathing and 
postponement (waiting a period of 
time before giving in to the disor- 
dered behavior). 

“I believe recovery is possible. 


People reach a point where their 
unhealthy behaviors are no longer 
comfortable or satisfying,’ Aber- 
dale-Kendra said. “But it takes a 
lot of hard work.” 

The paperback book is $20 and 
is available at Amazon.com as well 
as in a Kindle version for $4.95.

AGAWAM -Patricia Demers, who helped 
start the boys and girls volleyball program 
at Agawam High School among her numer-

Later in her life, Demers learned of the 
establishment of a new program at Agawam 
High School in 1998, and decided after some 
time to apply for the job. Through her time 
officiating, she had learned the ins and outs 
of strategy and skill, and wanted to bring 
those skills to Agawam.

Agawam girls punch postseason ticket

AGAWAM - Only one Agawam High School summer 
soccer league team will be heading to the postseason as the 
girls “A” team qualified in the number six spot and played in 
the tournament and got the opportunity to play in the quar- 
terfinals at Ludlow on Tuesday. 

Agawam finished with a record of 5-4-3 and tied for fifth 
place in the A Division with 13 points. But they were low- 
ered a seed by Monson, who had six wins and one tie. The 
extra win gave Monson the higher seed and allowed them to 
play at Belchertown in the quarterfinals. 

The top of the bracket is very cumbersome for the Brown- 
ies potential to reach the finals. Agawam did not reach the 
playoffs in last year’s summer league. This year, they are 
contending against defending champion East Longmeadow, 
which secured the number one seed at 10-0-2. Coming in 
second place was West Springfield at 9-0-3 and Ludlow 
third, which went 9-1-2. 

Belchertown lost three games during the regular season, 
but continues to be a strong program. 

Agawam had a very good regular season with a lot of 
newer players on the soccer field at Agawam Middle School.

If Agawam was successful at defeating Ludlow, they 
would advance to the semifinals against the winner of the 
West Springfield-Hampshire quarterfinals, likely scheduled 
for today. 

The finals are scheduled for this weekend at Lusitano Sta- 
dium in Ludlow. 

The Agawam B team had a very rough summer, finishing 
with a record of 3-6-3. They finished tied for 13! th place 
overall in a very crowded B Division. The team consisted of 
junior varsity and upcoming freshman players. 

The boys soccer team had one A Division entrant and 
found themselves in the thick of the playoff hunt for most of 
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the regular season, clinging to the number seven seed head- 
ing into the final two games of the regular season. 

But the number of ties the inexperienced Brownies had 
caught up to them as they failed to qualify for the tournament 
even though they tied for eighth place with Longmeadow. 

The Brownies went 3-3-6 for 12 points in the league. But 
Longmeadow had a record of 5-3-2.

Storm blow into national finals

REGION — The Western Massachusetts Storm 14U AAU 
baseball team reached the highest point they could go as they 
fought the National 14U AAU Championship on Sunday 
morning at JetBlue Park in Fort Myers, Fla., the spring train- 
ing home of the Boston Red Sox. 

After a phenomenal and dedication regular season, the 
Storm plowed through the regional playoffs and won the 
New England Championship. 

Last Tuesday, they began a run at the national champion- 
ship by starting out pool play with victories against Mary- 
land, then defeated the Connecticut Wolfpack on Wednesday 
morning 10-0 in five innings. Belchertown’s Tommy Daley 
pitched the complete game to 
capture the win. 

Staying with a winning 
strategy, the Storm did not 
pitch their best in their second 
game against the defending 
12U and 13U national cham- 
pions, the Lamorinda Mon- 
archs from California. The 
Monarchs, ranked third in 
the nation among 14U teams, 
mercyed the Storm 12-0. But 
the first two wins qualified the 
Storm to advance in the tour- 
nament. 

“We needed two wins to 
get through pool play and into 
the Diamond (championship) 
bracket,’ said Steve Fortini, 
of Southwick, and assistant 
coach of the Storm. 

Instead of immediately

“When they went to the second round pool, we received a 
very favorable schedule,” said Fortini. 

Thursday and Friday, the Storm would go on to beat the 
Ohio Sharks 9-7, the Boston Junior Rams 7-1, and the Wind- 
ham Wildcats of New Hampshire.

They would rematch against the Sharks in 
the semifinals on Saturday morning, winning 8-4. 

Daley pitched the complete game, allowing four runs in 
the seventh inning before shutting down the Sharks. 

In the finals against the Monarchs, the Storm simply ran 
out of pitching, and lost by the mercy rule 15-0 after three in- 
nings. Cam Rivest, of Agawam, and Cam Kagan, of Granby, 
had the only hits for Western Mass. in the game, which was 
played at JetBlue Park Sunday morning.

AGAWAM -— Sand Trap Mini Golf, lo- 
cated at 1399 Suffield St., has re-opened 
under new management.

charge of the leased property. 

“The course has got character because 
there’s built-in angles and different types of 
turf put down. Roughs, slopes and curves; 
I think it’s a good course,” she said. 

By the end of the summer, the Meles 
hope to have a soft-serve ice cream ma- 
chine and hot dogs. They currently offer 
refreshments and snacks like Blue Bunny 
novelty ice cream, cookies, chips and 100- 


calorie munchies from $1.50 to $3.50. 

Long-term location plans are to open a 
year-round ice cream shop café with room 
for arcade games and a place for birthday 
parties. 

“We’re leasing the location and don’t 
own it but are hoping to stay here for a long 
time. We want to get it back into great con- 
dition since it’s been closed for at least one 
season,” said Mele. 

Mele and her husband, a manager at 
Signature Flight Support at Bradley In- 
ternational Airport, worked long hours to 
prepare the course for opening day. Their 
four children, ages 14 to 25, also pitched in 
to weed the overgrown grounds, do neces- 
sary repairs at each hole and re-brick the 
greens. 

“It’s a family affair, basically,’ said 
Mele. “I think the kids are thrilled. The 
boys are out there every day playing. Our 
oldest came and spent the whole week be- 
fore we opened and our second daughter 
is here every day with me. They’re really 
pleased.” 

Sand Trap Mini Golf offers weekday 
specials like Two-for-Tuesdays and Theme 
Thursdays, where golfers who show up in 
costume will receive $2 off the price to 
play a round. 

Book-loving daughter Tia came up with 
the idea for August’s theme in honor of Lit- 
erature Month.

We 
always encourage readers to celebrate their communities versus 
just slamming them. We also pen a weekly “editorial.” Some read- 
ers confuse editorials with being objective “news.” Our unsigned 
editorials are opinions formed after doing the research, or com- 
piled through our reporters’ stories and other means. We then 
write opinions, which do take a definitive side on issues. Editorials 
are not meant to be balanced to both sides like our news stories 
should. They are intended to opine around the facts and take a 
position. That’s the whole point of the “opinion” page. 


As a free service for our readers, we will print all births, wed- 
dings, engagements, milestone anniversaries, major birthdays, 
military achievements, honors and awards. We have a “people 
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news” form available for you to submit these listings. This material 
is provided to us by our readers and local institutions and we do 
not charge to print this content. 


Unlike our daily competitors, we don’t charge a penny to print 
obituaries. We also print death notices the way the family wants 
them printed. Obituaries with time-sensitive funeral services take 
priority. We will not print obituaries that are unconfirmed through a 
funeral home or death notice. We are willing to work with families 
to obtain the necessary confirmation, however. Photos of the 
deceased are always welcomed. 


Our Sports Editor Dave Forbes and his reporters and photogra- 
phers cover select varsity school games weekly as well as youth 
and adult sports leagues. Our team tries to be fair and spread the 
coverage around to all the teams, but as playoffs approach, teams 
making the playoffs take more precedence. We have tried hard 
this year to expand our coverage of youth sports, but we need 
coaches and players to send in their photos and write-ups.
